Postponed by Senate 


The Student Senate Wednes- 
day considered and voted to post- 
pone action on a motion to set 
up a campus plebiscite on inter- 
collegiate athletics. 


Introduced by representative 
Bill Schmidt, the motion pro- 
posed that the AS President ap- 
point a committee to draw up 
the exact wording of the plebi- 
scite. 


The impetus for Schmidt's 
motion came from the fact that 
a petition supporting inter- 
collegiate athletics has been cir- 
culating on campus and has gar- 
nered almost 5,000 signatures, 

Representative Judy Schefer 
moved for postponement, which 
was supported by the rest of the 
Senate so that the leaders of the 
petition drive will have an op- 
portunity to come before the Sen- 
ate, 


In other business, the Senate 
approved the recommendation of 
the Board of Finance that the 
newspaper and yearbook be al-

Hornet Foundation Reorganization 
Pending Report from Legal Counse 


Student majority on the Hornet 
Foundation still hangs in the 
balance as the proposed re- 
organization of the Board of 
Directors awaits approval or dis- 
approval in the office of Norman 
L, Epstein, legal counsel for the 
California State College Chancel- 
lor, 

Accorcing to Charles Chat- 
field, Hornet Foundation director, 
Epstein has informed the group 
that a final decision onthe matter 
will be available for the January 
27 meeting of the board. 

Chatfield stated that if Epstein 
gives the go-ahead to the plan, 
it will go into effect immediately, 
As proposed, the reorganization 
calls for a total of nine voting 
members on the board. They will 
consist of five students, one fac- 
ulty member, one administrative 
member and two community 
people interested in SSC. The 
plan would replace the present 
system composed of four faculty 
and administrative members and 
three students. 

With the new organization, the 
faculty members would be 
appointed by the Academic Senate 
rather than the president of the 
college, as is now the case. The 
administrative and community 
members would be appointed by 
the president. One of the student 
members would be the president 
of the ASSSC and the others would 
be appointed by the Student Senate 
on the recommendation of the 
ASSSC president and approval 
of the president of the college. 

Chatfield expressed some 
doubts about the advisability of 
the new plan. He said that he 
since the Hornet Foundation is in 
existence to provide funds to 
benefit the students. If the stu- 
dents who are benefited by the 
foundation are also in control 
of it, its tax exempt status might 
be questioned. 

From a business standpoint, 
Collard said that business organ- 
izations, including those which 
lend money for such things as 


construction, run careful checks 
questioned the wisdom of placing 
students in a position of such 
long term nature when they would 
be replaced by new and inex- 
perienced students every two 
years. Policy could be reversed 
with each new group of students 
and this might create instability 
in planning. He said that he would 
be happier seeing experience? 
businessmen whose records were 
beyond reproach, have a strong 
part in the group, along with the 
students. 


Bill Collard, legal counsel 
for SSC, brought up another point 
in regard to the measure. He 
said that from the legal stand- 
point, the new arrangement could 
offer a tax difficulty by jeopar- 
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dizing the tax exempt status of 
the foundation. This could happen 
on the stability of the groups 
to which they loan money. If 
they are going to lend meney, 
they will first check the policies 
of past management and the prob- 
able actiors of future manage- 
ment. ‘‘If lwerea businessman,’’ 
said Collard, ‘I would certainly 
hesitate lending money toa group 
whose policy could change dras- 
tically in two years.”’ 


All these things will be taken 
into consideration by Epstein 
along with the plan’s merits, 
when he makes his final decision. 
‘His decison will be objective,’’ 
Collard concluded, ‘‘but all these 
things could be factors which 
might influence him.” 


Art Department Drops 
Creative Photo Class

Photography students at Sac- 
State Coilege have 
noticed a marked deletion from 
the schedule of classes for the 
spring semester. Missing from 
curriculum is Photography 


144 Creative Photography, usual- 
ly taught by Glen Fishback, Fish- 
back has not been rehired for 
the spring semester. 


Since there is no photography 
department at SSC, 
classes are under the jurisdic- 
tion of the art department. Ac- 
cording to a SSC spokesman, 
there is no demand for the class. 

In a poll conducted by Nicholas 
De Lucia, professor of photog- 
raphy 57 out of 92 photography 
students have expressed a desire 
to take the class. It is not known 
at the present time whether ar- 
rangements are being made to 
reschedule the class for a future 
semester. 

Fishback’s photography has 
appeared in Life, Look, Saturday 


Evening Post, Colliers, Holiday 
and other well-known magazines 
and he is credited with over 100 
magazine covers. His work has 
also appeared on calendars, 

record covers and in 
national advertising accounts. 
Fishbsck’s architectural photog- 
raphy has earned him the repu- 
tation of being one of the top 
craftsmen in this field on the 
Pacific Coast. 


He has won 10 first places 
in major national and internation- 
al photographic contests, close to 
$10,000 in prizes, which repre- 
sent the best competition record 
ever led by one photog- 
rapher. hback’s color photos 
have been featured in the Inter- 
national Exposition of Photog- 
raphy in Washington D.C., the 
Brussels World’s Fair and the 
World’s Fair in Seattle. 


At the present time, Fishback 
runs an lent school of 
photography in Sacramento. 


CSCSPA Take Action 


This past weekends California State College Student Presidents 
Association meeting at Fresno State College resulted inaction ‘‘Speak- 
ing our piece ‘{irmly.”’ 

The association passed resolutions calling for: 

Support of the National Student Association (NSA) and others in 
their suit contesting the constitutionality of General Lewis Hershey’s 
directive urging draft boards to reclassify anti-draft demonstrators: 


Support of the Associated Students of Cal State-Fullerton and the 
college’s faculty in their efforts to protect academic freedom in the 
face of Legislative condemnation of the school’s production of the 
play ‘‘The Beard,’’; 

The Board of Trustees to rescind their December 9 action con- 
cerning the discretionary powers of college presidents in handling 
campus disturbances. 


Commenting on the selective service resolution, George St. Johns, 
CSCSPA President, said, ‘‘The reason behind the support (of legal 
action against the Hershey directive) was not specially toward NSA 
but toward the attempt to precipitate a problem through legal and 
rational means, not anarchical ones.’’ 

The Beard resoijution follows an incident at Cal State-Fullerton 
where a preduction of the controversia! play was presented as a ‘‘learn- 
ing exercise’ by graduate students, The play was presented before 
a closed audience but reports of the play appeared in a local news- 
paper. 

Senator James Whetmore, R-La Habra, subsequently proposed 
legislative action and a State Senate investigation of the classroom 
procedure of ‘‘The Beard’’ is scheduled for next month, 

Cal State Associated Student President Nick Chelton has called 
the senate inve ‘fan insult to those in the college who have 


worked to gain the excellent reputation this institution enjoys.”’ 


On Student Affairs 


The play, previously produced or four other state coilege cam- 
gues, is reputed to be filled with four-letter words and vulgar 
references. 


‘After examining the facts, it 
Beard’ is unjustified. An honest and sincere attempt was made not 
to enrage the public and to meet the demands of a good educational 
drama production.’’ 


Senator Whetmore’s action was made as a ‘‘hay-making’’ endeavor 
— to St. Johns, ‘‘It was made without complete knowledge 


The Trustee’s resolution refers to the resolution passed by the 
Board at its December 9 special! session in Los Angeles, calling 
for ‘‘mandatory’’ suspension of students who attempt to or do dis- 
rupt campus activities. 

The CSCSPA’s action was intended to reaffirm confidence in the 
ability of individual colleges to handle student violators of college 
rules and regulations. The resolution states, ‘‘The established pro- 
cedures of due process and the discretionary powers of the President 
of individual colleges should and in our feeling do currently assure 
the rights of students.’’ 

Commenting on the Conference’s Trustees proposal, Victor Lee, 
student president of San Jose State College and the Vice president 
of CSCSPA, said, ‘‘The resolutions passed at this conference specif- 
a ns tena - Se of eee recent actions indicate a 
ormidable step in the right directicn—that of speaking our piece 
(CSCSPA’s) firmly.’’ ” 

The tenor of the conference seemed to be basically that the 
presidents are interested in positive programs which will bring state 
mor on Ae aaa together to work through responsible methods and

Deterrent Reagan Aide Says 


Governor Ronald Reagan be- 
lieves capital punishment is a 
necessary part of our state law- 
enforcing procedures and it is up 
to the legislature to decide 
whether capital punishment 
should be retained or abolished.

Legislation to alteror replace 
California’s Master Plan for 
Higher Education is not to be 
anticipated this year, but at least 
two concurrent studies looking 
for a possible need for changes 
will be under way. 

One by the Joint Legislative 
Committee on Higher Education 
is authorized and financed, witha 
report to the Legislature due in 
the 1969 session. 

The other is being planned by 
the staff of the Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education, A 
decision as to its scope, priori- 
ties and timing is to be made by 
the council in February. 

The joint committee, headed by 
Assembly Speaker Jesse M, Un- 
ruh, was created in 1966 asa re- 
action to the “‘Free Speech’’ and 
‘*Filthy Speech’? movements at 
the Berkeley campus of the Uni- 
versity of California. 

This motivation took a back 
seat in early 1967 when (Gov. 
Ronald Reagan made his contro- 
versia! proposals to charge stu- 
dent tuition and severely reduce 
the budgets of the university and 
state colleges,

Academic Senate Will Ask Trustees 






to Rescind Earlier Recruiter Action 


The California State College 
Trustees will be asked to rescind 
their resolution concerning open 
military recruiting on campus 
and the rights of local campuses 
to deal with student violency 
on campus at their meeting Janu- 
ary 25 at Sonoma State College. 


The request came from Sac- 
ramento State’s Academic Senate 
at a meeting on January 9.

Gordon P. Martin, Sacramento 
State College librarian has an- 
nounced a new Library policy 
concerning over-due and lost li- 
brary materials at the end of 
semesters, 


According to Martin, and in 
accordarce with the time limit 
fee set by the California State 
College Schedule of Fees, all 
unpaid or open accounts with 
the Library that are not cleared 
by January 24, 1968 will be 
wn to a $2.00 time limit 


The fee will be levied for all 
unpaid Library accounts and for 
each book that a Library user 
has overdue beyond the deadline 
date of January 24, 


If Library materials are need- 
ed beyond the deadline, Martin 
urges students to come to the Li- 
brary Circulation Department 
and request a specia] loan ex- 
tenstion. 


in their resolution, the SSC 
Academic Senate requested that 
the Trustees rescind their action 
of November 30, allowing open 
military recruitment on campus, 
pending clairification of a letter 
by General Louis B, Hershey, 
Federal Selective Service ad- 
ministrator. Hershey’s ietter, 
issued October 26, suggested that 
loal draft boards could revoke 
draft deferments of students who 
engaged in what the local boards 
determined to be unlawful pro- 
tests against military recruit- 
ment and Selective Service induc- 
tion. 

In part, the Academic Senate’s 
resolution to the Trustees stated 
that the ‘‘vagueness and ambi- 
guity of General Hershey’s letter, 
raising questions affecting stu- 
dent rights, created serious 
problems for the individual State 
Colleges in protecting their 
students’ rights."’ 

In view of this, the Academic 
Senate argued that the Trustees 
should rescind their resolution 
which maintained an open- 
campus policy to recruitment 
by the various military branches. 
The resolution asked that the 
Trustees’ action be cancelled

Earlier, the Academic Senate 
asked the Trustees to rescind 
their order concerning punish- 
mert of students who use or

The Trustee’ action, which 
came following the destruction 
of college property of the San 
Francisco State College Admin- 
istration Building in late 
November, took away the dis- 
cretionary power of the individual 
colleges to handle such student 
violators, 

The Trustees’ action, which 

The Trustee’s resolution, in 
effect, ordered the suspension 
or dismissal of students who use 
or threaten such force or vio- 
lence, the SSC Academic Senate 
noted, thus removing the 
individual campus flexibility in 
dealing with student violence.

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UCD, General Services Offer 


Management Science Program 


DAVIS — University of Cal- 
ifornia Extension, Davis, with the 
Systems Analysis Office of the 
California State Department of 
General Services, is introducing 
& certificate program in manage- 
ment science, a six-course ser- 
ies designed to provide partici- 
pants with the educational back- 
ing to identify and solve ‘‘real 
world’’ problems with manage- 
ment science. 

The series, which is coordi- 
nated by Robert Smith, Chief of 
the Systems Analysis Office, Cal- 
ifornia State Department of Gen- 
eral Services, will provide a 
general orientation to the quan- 
titative analysis approach to 
management science. It is the 
first UCD program of its kind 
to be offered in the Sacramento 
area. 

This winter the first two 
courses in the series will be of- 
fered. ‘‘Information and Compu- 
ter Systems’’ will meet on Mon- 
days from 7 to 10 p.m., Jan- 
uary 8 through March 25 inRoom 
C-5 of La Sierra High School, 
Carmichael. ‘‘Mathematics for 
Management’’ will meet in Room 
65, C.K, McClatchy Senior High 
School, Sacramento, Wednesdays 
from 7 to 10 p.m.. January 3 
through March 13, 

The computer course is a 
survey of systems and informa- 
tion communications theory, It 
will include cybernetics, princi- 


ples of electronic digital compu- 
ters, information storage and re- 
trieval, data base concepts and 
information systems design. 
Jonathan Edwards, Supervisor of 
Information Systems Develop- 
ment, State Departinent of Gen- 
eral Services, will instruct the 
class. 

The mathematics class will 
survey mathematical and statis- 
tical concepts and techniques 
used extensively in the quanti- 
tative analysis branch of manage - 
ment science, Course material 
will include statistics, algebra, 
calculus, matrices and determin- 
istic models which will be applied 
to sample problems from 
business and government. Rus- 
sell Fong, Supervisor of the In- 
formation Systems Develop- 
ment, State Department of Gen- 
eral Services, will instruct. 

Both of the winter classes 
carry three units of credit; each 
is $37. 

The courses upcoming spring 
and fall quarters are ‘‘Mathe- 
matics for Management II,’’ 
‘Survey of Operations Re- 
search,’’ ‘‘Survey of Systems 
Analysis’’ and ‘‘Seminar in Man- 
agement Science.’’ Students who 
take all six courses will be 
awarded certificates of com- 
pletion. 

Enrollment is now open for the 
two winter courses and may be 
secured by contacting University 
Extension at 752-0880,

“IN BY 10... OUT BY 5" 
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College Dean Sees ‘New Morality’ 
Offering Teens Freedom to Choose 


Has the “new morality” 
spearheaded by The Pill and 
bolstered by a decline in fears 
that “ will go wrong,”’ 
freed all teen-agers for lives 
of untrammeled erotic ecstasy? 
Are virgins as “out” as Edsels 
and Shirley Temple movies? 

While a cursory reading of 
some youth-oriented roadsigns 
might give that impression, there 
is another side to the story of 
the “new morality’? one which 
its adherents say is being down- 
graded. The case is expressed 
by Ernest Gordon, Dean of the 
University Chapel at Princeton 
University, in an article in the 
January Reader’s Digest. Says 
Gordon: 

“IT am convinced that there is 
emerging a powerful case, per- 
haps a new case, for chasity. 


Simply put, it is this: Sexual 
freedom, under the so-called 
‘new morality,’ should be re- 


choice. And freedom of choice, 
in the area of sex as elswhere, 
involves the demand to choose 
for oneself, influenced by neither 
old-fogy fears nor hipster pres- 
sures, the course that will con- 
tribute to the richest and fullest 
life.” 


In Gordon’s view, ‘choosing 
for oneself’ will often result 
in the choice of chastity. He points 
to the Kinsey report, which 
found that 58 percent of college- 
bound males had no sex exper- 

' fence, and that 80 percent of 
unmarried girls aged 16 to 20 
were virgins. ‘‘More recent sur- 


veys of both sexes reve>! scant 
change in these figures,”’ he says. 

While The Pill may have re- 
moved the fear of pregnancy 
from a sex relationship, it cannot 
take away the lowered self- 
esteem that may result from 
promiscuous behavior, the author 
writes. ‘Indeed, near the top of 
the list of the costs of unchastity 
is a very much lowered self- 
esteem — yet the power to love 
another rests on the ability to 
respect oneself.”’ 


Noting that most young people 
want a sincere and permanent 
relationship, Dean Gordon as- 
serts that chastity will help to 
insure this goal. ‘‘Chastity does 
not mean a denial of sexuality, 
on the contrary, it implies its 
fulfillment.”
